last Friday’s Gazerrs under the above 
title calls forth a few statements rela- 
tive to the plant-lice, which are to be 
treated in Bulletin No. 11, soon to be 
issued from the Entomological Depart- 
ment of the Experiment Station. 

The term “‘ bug’’ is truly applicable 
to these minute pests, whose destruct- 
ive ability lies in their great numbers, 
owing to the manner in which they 
feed, viz.: sucking the sap of the plant 
they infest through minute beaks, 
which they thrust through the bark 
to the tender tissues beneath. Thus 
it is that applications of remedies of a 
simply poisonous nature are likely to 
prove useless, The insect thrusts its 
beak through the poison, in which it 
may be standing knee-deep, and takes 
its meal in enjoyment, oblivious of its 
poisonous surroundings. It in no way 
associates itself, except in the case of 
the “‘ woolly ophis,”’ a form of plant 
louse, with the trunk of the tree, aod 
hence the uselessness of whites ash 
and like applications. The insect con- 
fines its attention to the leaves and 
twigs of trees and plants, usually 
those youngest and mosttender. Here

The rapidity with 
which these insects multiply is aston- 
ishing, all the females producing 
their young alive so rapidly that the 
course of a few days will show a dozen 
or more little ones clustered about the 
mother louse. 

Kerosene and tobacco each form a 
cheap and effectual remedy. Kerosene 
should be used in the form of a 
mechanical mixture or emulsion with 
water, brought about by the use of 
soap aided by heat; add two parts of 
kerosene to one part of a solution 
formed by boiling one-half pound of 
soap in a gallon of water. To this add 
twenty parts of cold water, and thor- 
oughly mix before using. In the use 
of tobacco, thoroughly boil a donble 
handful of refuse material and dilute 
the decoction to torm ten gallons. 

These remedies should be sprayed 
among the leaves so as to thoroughly 
wet their lower surfaces. A single 
application does not suffice with these 
pesis; not all will be destroved,and a few 
remaining will make good their loss 
in numbers in a few days. A large 
proportion of these insects are winged, 
and thus if all were destroyed, those 
winged emigrants from neixzhboring 
trees would soon start new culonies. 

The woolly ophis, infesting the 
angles of twigs and injnred spots on 
the bark of the ar and allied trees, 
may be disposed of in the same man- 
ner as the others.

GROOMING HORSES. 


A Machine that Accomplishes It 
in Forty Seconds. 


In the Palmer House livery stables 
at Chicago are steam brushes for 
grooming horses. They are cylinders 
in form, and revolve on a stick which 
may be held in the hand. With this 


the operator passes rapidly over the 
horse, making dust and hair fly ata 
rate that re the air thick. Two men 
work at one horse, one on each side, 
and thev will go over an animal in forty 
minutes. A repetition of the cleaning 
leaves so little dast that a white hand- 
kerchief may be passed over the coat 
without soiling it. The brushes are 
sem by steam. Steam wipers are 
ciso used on theecylinders in place of 
brushes, and a horse wringing wet 
with foam from exercise can be rubbed 
dry in one minute.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


A Buggestion From a Close Ob- 
server 


Eprron Gazette: I am not in- 
formed whether or not there is an 
established organization for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals in Reno. 


If there is, there is much work left; 


nndone which it were a crime to neg- 


lect ; if there be no such organization, 
the omission reflects discredit upon 
the people, and ought to be promptly 
corrected. Strangely enough there 
seems to enter into the natural com po- 
sition of creatures by custom called 
human beings just about the same 
proportion of brutality as in the darker 
days ot Nero or the Spanish Inqusi- 
tion. The invoculating processes of 
civilization upon barbarism seem 
rather slow. Probably in no age or 
clime shovld the poisouing of harmless 

, the n urdering of cats and other 
animals, the cutting and lashing of 
innocent, overworked and underfed 
horseflesh have been called by any 
other name than cruelty. And yet, 
every day’s sun in this advanced cen- 
tury may witness even in this pretty 
littie unsophisticated village transac- 
tions which make the blood tingle and 
the fingers itch for a compensating rod 
over the backs of evil-doers. 

Notably the outrages upon animals 
crop gut largely among the extreme 
youth of the town. The curfew bell is 
timely and good, but the evil demands 
more stringent methods vet. Outside 
of our noble institutions of learning, 
there is a State Prison graduating 
school right in our midst, and the boy 
who rawhides another boy’s pony hour 
by hour, until he is Limself ex- 
hausted, leaving the poor, flinching 
flesh bare, and the other boy, whe har- 
nesses bis gentle, half-sized Shepherd 
dog, and whip in hand, gallops through 
the town, howling behind the strug- 
gling, wild-eyed, terrified little brute, 
with no man to thrash him every step 
home to his mother, if he have one, 
these boys, I say, with more of their 
fellows, give early promise of the one 
fatal end to the uncurbed instinct of 
brutality.

Wiig: 

Some years ago, when I was quite a 
lad, | worked at the printing trade in 
Quincy, and held cases on the Whig, in 
the same “alley” with a tall, stoutly- 
built printer named Tim Cowan. He 
was a voritable tramp; not from neces- 
sity, but from the reason that so many 
of the guild are—a restless love of rov- 
ing. His was a type of character not 
infrequently met with, embodying 
many points of intellectuality and ver- 
satility of talents, and in his case these 
were developed to a remarable degree. 
Ile was a philosopher, a poet and an 


orator all in one, and the beauty of his | 


language when the poetic mood was on, 
and the lofty character of the senti- 
ments he expressed, were a perpetual 
marvel co me. 

Cowan took a fatherly interest in me, 
and used to give me sage and sensible 


advice, occasionally enforcing it by | 


stories or incidents from his own wx- 
perience, Une aay, !n tne course of one 
of these talks, he said: 

“Bartlett, do you think it is ever 
right to do wrong’” 

Of course I said it wasn't, and he re- 
plied that he thought there were oc- 
casions in life when not onfy was it 
allowable, but a man’s duty, todo what 
was in itself wrong, or generally con- 
sidered so. “To illustrate,” said he, 
‘let me tell you an incident from my 
own experience, and I will leave you 
to judge if I am correct in my assertion: 

‘One cold winter I strayed into a 
little country town in Ohio, and got a 
job of type-setting in the only printing 
office in the place. One avening, soon 
after arriving there, I started out for a 
stroll. It wasacold night—I remember 
that because I had no overcoat. In the 
the course of my walk I passed a tumble- 
down and apparently deserted shanty 
in the outskirts of the town, and was 
surprised to hear a sound, as of a groan, 
proceeding from the interior. I stopped 
and knocked at the door; but received 
no response. My curiosity was aroused, 
and [ went around the house ani pushed 
open the rear door and stepped into the 
house. I found myself in a room amidst 
a scene of destitution and woe that will 
never fade from my memory. In the 
corner of the room lay a man in the last 
stages of consumption. At the fireplace 
with her hands clasping her kneos, 
which were drawn up to her chin, was a 
woman, surrounded by two or three 
little children. They were hovering 
over a few smouldering sticks in a bet- 
tomless iron kettle, trying to extract 
from them a little warmth. 

‘They told me they were movers, who 
had come there the summer before and 
bad found and taken possession of this 
shanty. The man was taken ill here, and 
for a time they had gotten along by sc)l- 
ing, one after another, their horses, their 
wagon and most oftheirfurniture. Final- 
ly winter came on, and they had nothing 
left to live on except the charity of the 


| people of the town. Considerable had 


been done for them, but the people had at 
last got weary of the drain and had be- 
gun to neglect them, so that they were 
now destitute of clothing, fuel or proper 
food and they knew not where to apply 
for them. 

“I made up my mind something must 
be done for these people, and I promised 
them that I would see that they had relief 
at latest by the following evening, which 
was Saturday. I went up-town and spoke 
toanumber of people avout the case, but 
theyall said the family was shiftless and 
undeserving; that the woman would not 
work when she had the oppertanity. I 
wondered how the woman could work 
with those children and that sick man 
to take care of. Finally 1 gave up the 
attempt to get others todo any thing 
and determined to take my own wages 
to them the following evening. 

“On Saturday night the proprietor of 
the paper came into the composing- 


room and said: ‘Boys, I baven’t suc- 


eceded in raising money to pay you 
off to-night. I bee eae wary next 
week. Meantime you'll have to stand 
your board Lills off a few days.’ 

“TI told him what I had promised todo 
, Fae. ~~ and asked if ba covl 


days.—Ep.} | 
could doany thing for me before the 
next week. 
and disheartened, I knew 
not what todo. I could not bring my- 

self to go to that family and face their 

disappointment when I told them I had 

nothing for them. After wandering 

around awhile I went to my boarding- 

bouse and went to bed. But I could not 

sleep. The reproachful, hungry faces 

of those children rose up before me; I 

grew more restless and excited as I 

thought of their disappointment and 

their destitution, till I could bear it no 

longer. I said: ‘Atleast I'll play the 

man; I'll keep my appointment with | 
them, and tell them why I could not cet | 
any thing for them.’ 

“So I got up and dressed and went 
down to the wretched hovel. I found 
the people very much as they were when 
J had firstseen them. They were ex- 
pecting me. The moment I entered 
their eyes sparkled and eager welcome 
and expectacion was on every face. My 
heart failed me. I could not tell them 
I had nothing for them. I stammered 
out that I had come to find what they 
needed (just as if I didn't know, before- 
hand, that they needed every thing). I 
then left, promising to return soon. 

“I didn't know what todo. I went to 
the houses of some of the citizens and 
woke them up, and plead with them to) 
do something at once, but each in turn 
refused, saying that.more had already 
been done than the family deserved. I 
walked on until I found myself on the 
business square, which was deserted, 
and stood in front of a grocery store in | 
which burned a light. I tried the door 
and found it locked. I pushed on it—| 
put my shoulder to it—and it came open. ; 
I walked in, and helped myself. I piled | 
my arms as full as I could carry of pro- | 
visions and took them down to that | 
destitute family; I went back and got 
another load, and took itdown; and then 
I went toa neighboring wood-pile and got 
several arm-loads of wood; I built up a 
rousing good fire and cooked those 
wretched people a supper myself, and 
came away leaving them eating it, their 
hearts filled with gratitude and their lips 
speaking thanks and blessings. I went 
to my boarding house and went to bed, 
and slept soundly all night.

I was too little of a casuist in those 
days to answer the question positively, 
though J have since mado up my mind 
quite clearly about it. 

Cowan afterward went into the army 
at the opening of the war and fought to 
its close. 1 was interested in following 
up his history, and, on inquiry, found 
that he had left behind him, wherever 
he went, a record of kind and charitable 
deeds, and that happiness and blessing 
seemed to follow him. Mewasa man of 
great beart and uncommon talents, and 
had he not so underestimated his own 
abilities, and shown more settled pur- 
pose of life, he could have arisen to al- 
most any positionof eminenceand honor 
among men.
